SOVIETS RED ARMY 

D. M. Panton writing in The 
Dawn gives the following statistics 
of the Red army: “The Red army 
is not an army of soldiers, but of 
offices, of commanders, as we call 
them. Our soldiers are the whole 
of the Russian people.” The an- 
swer was not a flourish, but a 
statement of fact. In the Soviet 
Union every: citizen is famil‘ar 
with some branch of military 
science and war tactics; 60,000,- 
000 children under 17 years of age 
receive military training in con- 
nection with their school work; 
60,000 “military circles” are con- 
ducted by the Osoaviachim, the 
Soviet Union’s national security 
society for the training of work- 
ers, clerks and office holders. The 
Osoaviachim has 12,000,000 mem- 
bers. Every factory, every agricul- 
tural collective has its military 
club. The universities are schools 
of army tactics. Sports have been 
militarized. Women, 2,000,000 of 
them, are being prepared in case 
of war to take the place of men on 
the farms, in industry, in com- 
merce and as city officials. And 
250,000 are training for regular 
army service; in 1930 fifty women 
were admitted to the higher miii- 
tary academies to study for the 
positions of office or commander. 
The Soviet government’s own esti- 
mate of its military strength wn: 
recently given by L. M. Kagano- 
vich, the one who is next to Joseph 
Stalin and Premier Molotov in the 
communist party of Russia. “Our 
organized forces include 11,000,000 
members of trade unions, 9,000,- 
000 members of voluntary defence 
organizations, more than 1,000,000 
delegates to the Soviets, 5,000,000 
members of the League of Com- 








munist Youth and 4,000,000 pion- 
eers. The leaders of this army are 
2,000,000 members of the com- 
munist party, the best organized 
proletarian party in the world.”

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Do All Speak

We find the Apostle Paul in- 
structing the Corinthians, about 
spiritual gifts, in the 12th chapter, 
verses 8-10, . which includes’ the 
nine spiritual gifts of the Holy 
Ghost, and which He has declared 
God gives to “every man severally 
as he will.” Did God _ will us to 
have such? Listen! “I thank my 
God always on your behalf, for the 
grace of God, which is given you 
by Jesus Christ. That in every- 
thing ye are enriched by him, in 
all utterance, and in all knowl- 
edge; Even as the testimony of 


Christ was confirmed in you: So 
that ye come behind in no gift, 
waiting the coming of the Lord 


Jesus Christ.” 1 Cor. 1:4-7. 

The apostle not only says that 
God “divides to every man several- 
ly as he will,” but further thanks 
God, “that in everything ye are en- 
riched by him, in all utterance.” 
“Enriched in everything ....in all 
utterance.” “And they began to 
speak with other tongues as the 
Spirit gave them utterance.” Then 
he here thanks God that we are en- 
riched in speaking in “other 
tongues” also, “even as the testi- 
mony of Christ was confirmed in 
you: So that ye come behind in no 
gift.” 

“Come behind in no gift.” That 
would include the gift of 
“tongues.” “For I long to see you. 
that I may impart unto you some 
spiritual gift, to the end that ye 
may be established.” Rom. 1:11. 
He here longs for them to have 
imparted unto them some spiritual 
gift, signifying that it is necessary 
to establish them. Indeed it is ne- 
cessary to establish, as_ is con- 
firmed by our opposers but most 
assuredly some would say, 
“Anything but tongues.” Paul 
said unto the Corinthians, “That 
ye come behind in no gift.” 
How long? “Waiting for the com- 
ing of the Lord Jesus Christ,” 
comes the answer. Are we yet 
waiting? If so, then gifts remain. 

But someone has asked, “Do all 
speak with tongues? Can’t you re- 
ceive the Baptism of the Spirit 
without ‘tongues’?” There can be 
but one answer, and that is from 
the Scriptures which alone tell us 
authentically about the baptism. 

When the Holy Ghost descended 
at Pentecost “they were all filled,” 
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“With “Gongues? 


“and began to speak with other 
tongues,” and, as we have shown 
in a former chapter, all must have 
received the Holy Ghost that be- 
lieved in the early church period. 
A baptism of the Spirit with any- 
thing less, would not have been en 
answer to what the apostles had 
received. 
Furthermore, when the Holy 
Spirit descended upon the Gen- 
tiles, they likewise spake “with 
tongues and magnified God,” and 
it was the tangible evidence that 


convinced Peter and those who 
came with him, “for they heard 
them speak with tongues and 


magnify God.” This was the man- 
ner in which the Spirit fell at the 
beginning, to which Peter re. 
ferred. 

But, the question is asked, “Dia 
they ‘speak with tongues at Sa- 
maria’?” Well, the evidence is fif- 
ty-fifty, but while the Scriptures 
do not say they did, it is evident 
there was some tangible evidence 
there, as at Pentecost. In verse 
33 of the second chapter, Peter 
referred to the scene by saying, 
“He hath shed forth this which 
ye now see and hear.” It could be 
seen as well as heard, and Simon 
the sorcerer asked to buy the au- 
thority to impart such blessings 7s 
the Apostle Peter and John ha‘ 
imparted, when he “saw that thru 
the laying on of the apostles’ hands 
the Holy Ghost was given.” It still 
had something here that could be 
seen. 

How do you suppose Philip and 
the apostles knew that the Holy 
Ghost had not fallen? There must 
have been the absence of some- 


thing that would determine this. It 


was not the lack of “great joy” 
that some claim was the evidence 
of the baptism of the Spirit. The 
disciples had “great joy” before 
Pentecost, as also did the Samar- 
itans. 

There must have also been 
something lacking in appearance 
at Ephesus, where Paul found cer- 
tain disciples, to whom he said. 
“Have ye received the Holy Ghost 
since ye believed?” It certainly 
must have been the expectation of 
the Apostle Paul, that when the 
Holy Ghost came, thé recipient 
would “speak with other tongues,” 
for this is what happened when the 
Holy Spirit fell upon the Jews at 
Pentecost, and upon the Gentiles 
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also. 

When the apostle had laid hands 
on them and the Holy Ghost came 
on them and “they spake with 
tongues and prophesied,” he asked 
no more such questions as, “Have 
ye received?”” He must have been 
satisfied. Nor does he say, “Stop 
that speaking with tongues.” 
There is but one answer and that 
is that Paul knew they had the 
goods. 

We give here the following five 
clear cases of the Be»tism of the 
Holy Ghost where: : :e recipients 
spake with “tongues” as an evi- 
dence of such baptism, and that is 
more than the Scriptures require 
to establish a fact. ““And for that 
the dream was doubled unto Pha- 
raoh twice: it is because the thing 
is established by God.” Gen. 41:32. 
“At the mouth of two witnesses, or 
three witnesses, shall he that is 
worthy of death be put to death: 
but at the mouth of one witness he 
shall not be put to death.” Deut. 
17:6. “But if he will not hear thee, 
then take with thee one or two 
more, that in the mouth of two or 
three witnesses every word may 
be established.”’ Matt. 18:16. “This 
is the third time I am coming to 
you, In the mouth of two or three 
witnesses shall every word be es- 
tablished.” 2 Cor. 13:1. “Against 
an elder receive not an accusation 
but before two or three witnesses.” 
1 Tim. 5:19; Heb. 10:28. 

The above rule is a divine law 
that runs through the Old and 
New Testaments, and is given as a 
basis upon which we may rely as 
to the certainty of a thing. Accord- 
ing to this rule, we have here es- 
tablished the fact that each one 
who receives the Holy Ghost shall 
speak in “other tongues” as an 
evidence of such baptism. 

The disciples at Pentecost spake 
in tongues when the Holy Ghost 


came, and the Gentiles also, the 
twelve disciples at Ephesus, Paul 
himself, and the Corinthians, and 


the record of Jesus as to future 
believers, as in Mark 16:17. Thus 
we have an established fact, and 
because it is established, it does 
not pass then, as those who oppose 
the Pentecostal baptism would 
have you believe. 

Take for instance a p‘ano house, 
in advertising, says, ‘Established 
since 1870.” Do thev mean thev 
passed away in 1870 or that they 
have been doing business since 
1870? Most assuredly the latter.

SEEKING GOD 

CUIDAD OBREGON, Sonora. 
Mexico.—Dear Evangel Readers: 
After some delay I thought I 
should give you a report on my 
work ‘here in Mexico. From the 
way some of the folks talked to 
me at the Assembly they appeared 
to be under the impression that 
our mission was ended here be- 
cauSe the doors of the church were 
closed, but such is not the case. 
Our opportunities are greater than 
ever, for the people are becoming 
alarmed about this communism 
and are seeking after God more 
than ever. 

We are going thru trials now 
similar to those undergone by our 
brethren in Russia in recent years, 
but we are praying and hoping 
that if they do not want God, a: 
least they will let alone those who 
do want to be Christians, and we 
want you to pray with us to that 
end, also that God will give us 
more workers to carry the mes- 
sage to the hungry souls, for the 
work is more difficult than before, 
since we have to meet in small 
groups in different places and keep 
in hiding from the officials. 

Since I returned to Mexico for- 
ty-four have been saved in these 
meetings, seven filled with the 
Holy Ghost, with others seeking. 
So far we have only been able to 
have one baptizing because of the 
“vigilantes;” having many candi- 
dates waiting the opportunity to 
be baptized in water. We are pray- 
ing that these sinners will get 
their eyes open and see that it 1s 
useless to oppose God.—Your little 
servant, Mary W. Atkinson. 


MAZATLAN, SINOLOA, MEXICO 
En Route to Central America 


Introduction: For the benefit of 
those who may not be regular 
readers of the Evangel, I wish io 
say that this is the third of a series 
of articles written on my trip over- 
land to the Republics of Guatema- 
la and El Salvador in Central 
America. I am 1,300 miles south 
of Los Angeles, Calif., by rail and 
have been on the road one month 
at this writing. You will notice 
that in continuing these articles 





you are taken back, so to speak, to 
the scenes of my last writing in or- 
der to make proper connection be- 
tween the series. 
In Cajeme, the Center of Sedition 

If you remember, my last articie 
was written from Ciudad Obregon, 
Sonora—also known as “Cajeme.” 
I spent two weeks there and from 
what I could see on every hand, I 
am in full accUrd with the head- 
liner carried by the paper the day 
I left, that Cajeme was the center 
of sedition. However, it may be 
better classified as “Bible sedi- 
tion,” and I might say further, 
that it is a center of perdition. 

The Mexicans in general are a 
great and wonderful people and [ 
have no clubs laid up for them. 
However, I believe the Ebenezer 
(stone of help) should be raised 
with no uncertain sound when it 
comes to standing in defence of 
not only Mexico but all other dem- 
ocratic governments which are be- 
ing jeopardized by rising com- 
munism, which would rob them of 
their moral and _ political rights. 
We know that these conditions 
will come to full fruition at the 
time the great  world-dictator 
arises in the person of the Anti- 
christ, and the knowledge of this 
among us Church of God folks 
carries with it great and grave re- 
sponsibilities, for the people are 
puzzled over these conditions and 
are waiting for some one to come 
and lead them out into the light 
of a new day. Yet, we are so slow 
to move. The newspapers of the 
country have reporters traveling 
the world over, gathering news, 
both good and bad, which in turn 
is given unsparingly. The gospel 
means—and is—“good news,” and 
should we not be more concerned 
in carrying it abroad in foreign 
fields? Daniel saw the rising up of 
this beastly power (Dan. 8:23-27) 
and just the vision of it caused 
him to faint and he was sick cer- 
tain days. But afterward he rose 
up and “did the King’s business,” 
for none of the people understood. 
Brother, don’t you feel like rising 
up and “doing the King’s busi- 
ness”? 

There is only one reason why I 
should ever want to see Obregon 
City again and that is because the 
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Church of God is established there, 
and in spite of the fact that the 
church building is closed, the 
“Church triumphant” moves on, 
meeting in little gatherings where- 
ever possible and God _ is blessing 
them. Somewhere near fifty have 
been saved and come into the 
church in the last four months. 
The sick are being healed and fam- 
ily altars are being built. People of 
prominence, who once scoffed at 
the gospel message, are now in- 
quiring the way to Zion. 

In these meetings no loud pray- 
ing or singing is to be heard and 
the preaching must be in a low 
tone of voice. We have persons 
spying on the enemy to give the 
alarm when the vigilantes come. 
We usually have a large table 
spread, around which we are 
seated, supposedly to dine. It is 
gratifying to note that the gov- 
ernment has not confiscated our 
property altho the doors have been 
closed since April, 1934. The folks 
there dug deep in front of the 
main entrance and buried a ce- 
ment block with Matt. 16:18 in- 
scribed upon it, “The gates of hell 
shall not prevail.” 

No one has been killed at Obre- 
gon because of their religion but 
the police break up their meeting 
wherever found and some have 
been jailed. It is rather amusing to 
note the contrast between the re- 
actions of different individuals un- 
der the existing conditions, as se- 
rious as it may be. For example, 
we have many men in Mexico liv- 
ing with what we call “common 
law” wives. A woman thus taken 
is referred to as having been “rap- 
tured” asa bride, and we of 
course have them marry or rather 
they want to when they get saved. 
Recently a man who owns a tailor 
shop and is quite well known got 
converted and went up to _ the 
judge to get married. He was aw- 
fully embarrassed at first but 
when the man at the desk asked 
him if his bride was ‘“‘raptured”’ he 
forgot to be ashamed and started 
running up and down the corridors 
shouting, “Oh, the glorious rap- 
ture of Jesus.”’ Another time at the 
church the police made a call dur- 
ing one of the secret meetings and 
during the excitement which pre- 
vailed as the folks began to scat- 
ter, one brother who was supposed 
to be a preacher, grabbed up Sis- 
ter Atkinson’s clock and said, “I 
must be going, lady. I'll take your 
clock and fix it and then return it.” 
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Another Sunday, during Bible 
study, a rap came at the door so 
he grabbed the clock and started 
again, but this time it was his lit- 
tle daughter calling him for din- 
ner. 

I do not know the exact mean- 
ing of the word “‘Cajeme” but I 
wonder if it bears any relation to 
the Greek word “Gehenna.”’ There 
is much being said with reference 
to the “green hell” of the Chaco in 
South America. where the physical 
war is being waged unto death, 
but I question as to whether ils 
evils are more far-reaching than 
those of Cajeme where sanitation 
is a lost art with the streets and 
alleys nothing short of open sew- 
ers littered with garbage and car- 
cases of animals, while hundreds 
of buzzards help themselves to the 
remains. Buzzards here are some- 
what domesticated as they fly 
down and pick with the chickens. 
It is sickenirg to go thru the mar- 
kets and see piles of meat on the 
counters exposed to the flies with 
thousands of them crawling over 
it. One local paper dared to cry out 
against conditions with the city 
near to being turned into a ceme- 
tery with 40 per cent of the peo- 
ple sick and many dying already. 
The writer was afflicted with boils 
while here, which caused no little 
suffering. The standard of excel- 
lence is none too high when it 
comes to morals and the depths to 
which some have gone _ in sin is 
deplorable. 

Mexico’s P. N. R. 

Those of you who are dissatis- 
fied with the N. R. A. ought to 
come over into Mexico and try it 
a while under the rule of the 
“Partido Nacional Revolucionario” 
(P. N. R., National Revolutionary 
Party), where Christians are de- 
nied the right to peaceably assem- 
ble for worship in several states, 
with other states restricting such 
gatherings. They are going for- 
ward with their “six-year plan,” 
during which time they hope to 
drive God out of the Republic by 
“unteaching” what has been 
taught about the Bible. The clergy 
is listed as the most formidable en- 
emy of humanity. I have been 
reading after one of their great 
writers in one of the dailies, “El 
tienopo” (the tune), who has been 
taking up the subjects of the his- 
tory of religions. They go back 
and take up the negative or hypo- 
critical side of the Christian  re- 
ligion and compare it with all 
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other religions with their blood 
thirsty gods. Jesus is referred to 
as the Rabbi of Galilee, a socialist 
of “par excellence.” His virgin 
birth is denied and proved, they 
say, by leading Protestant m‘nis- 
ters and the sacrificial death of 
Christ is classed as a genuine mor- 
al monstrosity. They not only take 
up a general philological or lin- 
quistic study of the subject, bui 
they go deeper delving into eiy- 
mology which treats the science 
of the derivation of words, etc., 
and they are surely painting a 
dark picture in so many words. 
“No religion and all other things 
in common” is the cry of the com- 
munist,who would divide all 
things, including the profits of in- 
dividual labor, among members 01 
the community. Many of its advo- 
cates would abolish marriage and 
the family life. Another step in this 
direction is anarchism which 
would destroy by violence all ex- 
isting governments and_ social or- 
der, leaving the future to deter- 
mine what, if anything, should be 
raised on their ruins.—Sincerely 
yours in Christ, J. H. Ingram.

TONGUES?

“Establish” means to make per- 
manent, and if the gospel was es- 
tablished by the evidence of 
tongues” as is here shown and 
then such manifestation passed 
away, it is the opposite of perma- 

nency. 

John, when promising the Hory 
Ghost to his candidates for bap- 
tism by immersion, did not say 
that the recipient would speak in 
tongues when they were baptized 
with the Spirit, but most assuredly 
they did. And if he may leave orf 
reference to the “tongues” when 
he promised the Holy Ghost and 
yet when the Holy Ghost comes 
they do speak “with tongues,”’ 
should we think it out of order if 
the apostle would refer to the 
Holy Ghost without mentioning 
whether all that received “spake 
with tongues”? The records of 
the Scriptures have established 
the fact that all will speak with 
tongues when baptized with the 
Holy Ghost, and it would not im- 
pair any of the permanent fea- 
tures of the abiding presence of 
“tongues” simply because he did 
not state whether they spake with 
tongues or not. 

Those who seek to oppose the 
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speaking with “tongues,” as an 
evidence of the baptism of the 
Spirit, assume to say that because 
it is not stated that others spake 
with “tongues” when the apostle 
makes mention of the Holy Ghost, 
that this is grounds to believe that 
all did not “speak with tongues.” 
But if John may refer to the Holy 
Ghost without mentioning the 
“tongues,” the apostles might also 
since it is understood that all as an 
evidence of that baptism do speak 
with “other tongues.”’ 

And no one may Biblically and 
truthfully assume to say that any- 
one is baptized with the Holy 
Ghost, without such outward mar- 
ifestation as accompanied the out 
pouring of the Holy Ghost, where 
it is clearly stated that they were 
baptized with the Holy Ghost.
